We saw no ships at all,” one of the 
Officers sald. 

“Finally, on Friday, Jan. 23, 
through the clouds we sighted the 
enemy convoy of about 23 ships. 
The convoy was clinging to the 
Celebes coast und had reached a 
point east of Balik Papan when we 
discovered it. 


“The convoy consisted of two} 
tows of transport ships protected 
by cruisers and destroyers. We 
were sure it was headed for Borneo 
but it was too far from the island 
to have made any landings. 

“Our planes did not hesitate to

pered by heavy Japanese anti- 


aircraft fire reaching up to two 
miles. The Dutch plates, how- 
ever, were difficult targets for 
the Japanese gunners and disap- 
peared in the clouds after diving 
down and releasing their bombs.” 
One of the first bombs, the offi- 
cers said, dropped “right in the 
middle” of a large warship—pre- 


sumably a battleship. terrifie

Deer, house leader of the Inde- 
pendent Party im the legislature 
urged that competent legal au- 
thority be sought by the adminis- 
tration to prepare debt laws which 
would be “something more than a 
futile gesture.” 

Mr. Speakman opened the debate 
on the speech from the throne for 
the opposition side of the house 
when the legislature re-convened 
Monday 2fternoon. He castigated 
the government's past record and 
concluded his address by an out- 
line of the plans and objectives of 
the Independent Party. 


MANY CHANGES 


Speaking of the plans of the In- J 


dependent Party, he said, “We be- 
lieve the future will require many 
changes in &stablished custom, 
many progressive reforms, and we 
look for a government which will 
have an intelligent understanding 
of both the problems which face 
us and of suggested remedies.” 

Mr. Speakman congratulated the 
mover and seconder to the throne 
speech upon their addresses, upon 
their clearness and fairness, but 
countered this by stating that their 
utterances showed “a sublime, if 
pathetic faith in the government 
they support, a faith appatently 
which is not dependent upon 
works.” 

He desired to associate himself 
and his group with the expres- 
sions of loyalty and patriotism in 
the war effort enunciated in the 
throne speech, but declared that 
such loyalty must find expression 
in action if it is to be effective, 

“Narrow and contentious politi- 
cal propaganda will destroy the 
unity of our people as surely as the 
utterance of disloyal sentiments,”

damage upon Japanese mid-

Many enemy auxiliary ships 
were sunk or damaged, many 
enemy planes were destroyed 
and the installations ashore were 
heavily battered, the navy re- 
ported Sunday in a communique 
which gave no figures on enemy 
losses. Two United States war- 
ships were slightly damaged by 

“Near misses” of Japanese bomb- 
ers, and 11 aircraft were lost. 

It was, so far as has been report- 
ed, the first time American bombs 
have fallen on Japanese territory. 


FIERCE AIR FIGHTS 

The communique reflected fierce 
aeria) fighting, the Japanese appar- 
ently putting up a stiffer defence 
with pursuit planes and anti-air- 
craft guns than they did with war- 
ships or coastal] batteries. 

The loss of 11 American aircraft 
also bespoke severe fighting aloft.

The Japanese, although 
not entrenched, already have foot- 
holds on Borneo, Celebes, Amboina, 
New Guinea and New Britain, 


BURMA SERIOUS THREAT 

Despite the vast scope of the 
operations, the pace of the Japanese 
lightning war has not slackened 
Their latest threat, which might be 
the most serious of all, is against 
Burma. Having taken Moulmein 
on the sea, they are trying to drive 
to Rangoon, about 200 miles away 
by land around the curve of Marta- 
ban Bay.

At the moment the 
tiny democracy represents almost 
the only tie between two worlds at 
war. Its diplomats have undertaken 
to represent the interests of the 
United States and England in 
Germany and of the Reich in the 
Allied nations. It is the most im- 
portant free money market left in 
Europe. The financial transactions 
which take place would make an 
amazing story in themselves if their 
details could only.be learned. 
Switzerland likewise serves as 
the chief link between the Nazis 
and their Italian “Allies”. Day 
after day long trains of coal and 
scrap climb to the St. Gotthard 
tunnel] and over the backbone of 
the Alps into Italy, or make their 
way along the equally famous 
Loetschberg-Simplon route. 
Probably no area in the world, 
{ncluding the Panama canal, is as 
heavily fortified as the approaches 
to the Gotthard, and the tunnels 
themselves are mined and guarded 
constantly by soldiers with instruc: 
tions to destroy them “under cer- 
tain conditions” regardless of any 
countermanding orders, 


THEY MEAN BUSINESS

To break the strangle hold that 
food gives to the Axis, the Swiss 
have undertaken the complete re- 
organization of their agriculture 
which formerly centred around 
i's dairy industry. By 1943, if the 
plans can be completed, Switzer- 
land will be self-sustaining. And 
the Swiss sre suffering no delu- 
sions. They count on a long war. 

“IL won't be a very rich diet,” 
says the soft-spoken man in charge 
of the program, “but we can live 
if we have to.” 

Living conditions, complicated in 
the first two years of the war by a 
Price increase of about 40 per cent, 
have plunged rapidly down in the 
Jast six months, They are still the 
best in Europe, for when one buys 
meat, one gets good meat in large 
helpings, but it can be obtained 
only four days a week. Coffee, tea, 
Sugar, butter. cheese, milk, grains 
of all kinds are closely rationed. 
Leather and textiles can be pur- 
chased only against coupons, a 

year’s allotment of which is about 
sufficient for a suit and a pair of 
shoes. 


CONSERVE GASOLINE 

Supplies of coal have been cut 
more than fifty per cent. To con- 
serve the precious stocks of gaso- 
line, less than one-tenth of Switzer- 
land's automobiles are permitted to 
operate at all. Most of them have 
been converted to various substitute 
fuels. Gasoline rations for those 
with special permits are about 
three gallons a month. 

Swiss industry, distorted as all 
economies have been distorted by 
the strains of war, is operating at 
full blast, mostly for the Ger- 
mans, because it can operate for 
Bo One else. This has actually 
added to their problems for it has 
caused the British to tighten fur- 
ther the blockade provisions. 

The Swiss face this dilemma: Un- 
able to export to anyone but the 
Axis without German permits, they 
must produce for the Axis or shut 
down their factories. Widespread 
unemployment, they fear, might 
produce fertile ground for fifth col- 
umn activities, for the average Swiss 
already has drawn heavily on his 
savings to meet the increased liv- 
ing costs. 

“BLACKMAIL” PACT 

Using this economic weapon, the 
Nazis were able to compe] the Swiss 
to sign a trade agreement last sum- 
mer which is little more than 
blackmail. Among its provisions, 
the Swiss government agreed after 
weeks of negotiations to finance ex- 
ports to Germany, in return for the 
vital iron and coal, to the extent of 
almost $100,000,000 annually. This 
equals about half of all Swiss ex- 
ports to the Axis. 

In the face of all this, in the 
face of the British blockade, in 
the face of the Nasi threats, the 
sentiments of the average Swiss 
are pro-Ally. Considerable crit- 
icism is heard of the government 
because its policies are so Care- 
fully neutral. The government, 
in its turn, has pointed to a three- 
century tradition and insisted this 
will be maintained, agreeing at 
the same time that the Swiss cit- 
izen is entitled to think what he 
pleases privately. 

Based on this policy, the Swiss 
press, still the best and most out- 
spoken in Europe, has been toned 
down on a “voluntary” basis some- 
what similar but more lenient than 
that imposed in the United States. 
It prohibits the circulation of for- 
eign journals when they are too 
insulting to the heads of govern- 
ments of other powers. About 
half the Nazi output is halted at 
the Swiss border for its remarks 
about Churchill and Roosevelt, 
Restraints of a “voluntary” nature 
have also been imposed in the par- 
liamentary debates. 


PARTIES ARE BANNED 

Botlt Nazi and Communist-spon- 
sored parties have been banned, 
and some of their leaders prose- 
cuted. Some business interests, like 
those in the rest of the world, have 
shown tendencies towards ‘“ap- 
peasement,” and certain limited 
circles within the Swiss army have 
displayed what can only be labelled 
at least as incipient Fascism, but 
they are neither controlling nor 
large and find no sympathy among 
the bulk of the people. 

The Nasis continue te rage and 
froth about almost every aspect 
of Swiss activity. The handful of 
Swiss correspondents in Berlin is 
scolded and threatened as no 
others except the Americans were 
before their arrest. 

The Nazis are furious because the 
Swiss buy tiny R.A.F. emblems a: 
contributions and wear them proud 
ly; because they show a preference 
for American movies; because they 
won't speak German—which every- 
one of them knows—if they can 
avoid it but use their peculiar dia- 
lect; because Swiss gunners never 
seem to hit the British bombers on 
their way to Italy, but show an 
amazing accuracy if a German 
nlane infringes the border a yard- 
in short, because the Swiss are

CAME HERE IN 1908 

A member of a well-known Irish 
landed family Mr. Tighe was born 
{at Claremorris, County Mayo, Ire- 
land, on September 27, 1876, the 
son of Thomas Tighe and Maric 
Antoinette Dolphin. He was edu- 
cated at Clongowes College, County 
Kildare, and the Royal University 
of Ireland, graduating in law from 
the latter. ; 

He was called to the Irish bar in 
1900 and built up an extensive prac- 
tice on the western circuit. He came 
to Canada in 1907 and was called to 
the Nova Scotia bar the same year 
He practiced law at Halifax until 
1908 when he came to Edmonton. 
Called to the Alberta bar in 1908 
he started practice as a partner in 
the law firm of McDonald and 
Tighe, remaining in that firm until 
1924 when he practiced under the 
firm name of R. D. Tighe and Com- 
pany: 

ACTIVE IN POLITICS 

In 1925 he entered into partner- 
ship in the firm of Tighe and Kerr, 
and in 1934 the present partnership 
with E. B. Wilson, K.C., now Lt. 
Col. Wilson, commanding an Al- 
berta regiment overseas, was form- 
ed. 
Mr. Tighe took an active part in 
Politics and at his death was pre- 
sident of the Edmonton Central 
Conservative Association, and 
vice-president of the Afberta Con- 
servative Association. He unsuc- 
cessfully contested the 1930 pro- 
vincial election as a Conservative. 


For many years he has been a 
member of the Edmonton Separate 
school board, being re-elected for 
a two-year term by acclamation at 
the November 1941 election. 


VALUABLE CITIZEN 


He took a very keen interest in 
provincial politics and was a lead- 
ing member of the Independent 
group formed in opposition to the 
Social Credit Government. He was 
counsel for the Alberta Mortgage 
Loans Association and also counsel 
for many of the municipalities ad- 
jacent to Edmonton. He was a 
member of the Knights of Colum- 
bus and took the keenest interest in 
many community uplift and matters 
affecting welfare of the city. 

Held in high esteem by members 
of the legal profession his ability 
and loyalty to the great traditions 
of his profession won him the ad- 
miration and the affection of all 
with whom he came in contact, 


FUNERAL SERVICES 


Possessed of a whimsical wit and 
a fund of literary knowledge he was 
much in demand as an after dinner 
Speaker and on many occasions was 
the guest speaker at the annual St. 
Patrick's night banquet. He was a 
past president of the St. Patricks 
Association of Edmonton,

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tral Nations Miracle Of Present War 


Farmers Desire 
Agriculture On 
Wartime Basis 


OTTAWA, Feb, 2.—(CP)—Can- 
adian agriculture should be plac- 
ed on a footing of a war industry 
with definite production goals set 
as definitely and as far in ad- 
vance ag possible, the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture said 
today in a submission presented 
to the federal cabinet, 

The Federation, claiming to rep- 
resent 350,000 organized farmers 
across Canada, held its annual 
meeting in Ottawa last week and 
today’s brief was based on resolu- 
tions approved by representatives 
of farm organizations which ate 
tended. 


AS WAR INDUSTRY 


The submission said agriculture 
must be recognized as a war indus- 
try before the total mobilization of 
Canada’s manpower and resources 
can be established on a satisfac 
tory basis, 

Agriculture should have an adee 
quate quota of skilled labor and 
sufficient farm incomes should be 
assured to hold and pay such 
skilled heip and to maintain farm 
equipment, it said. 

“While fully appreciating what 
your government has done to 
make it possible for agriculture to 
carry on through the disruptive 
shocks of war, we feel that more 
must still be done to enable agri- 
culture to perform its full func- 
tion in an all-out national war 
effort,” the submission continued. 

“Prices of agricultural products 
do not bear a fair relation to the 
prices of goods and services which 
the farmer has to buy.” 

Price ceilings with respect to 
some commodities should be recone 
sidered, and it was suggested diffie 
culties might be avoided if organs 
ized agriculture were given a place 
On the wartime prices and trade 
board. 


LABOR SHORTAGE 

There was a “pronounced” farm 
labor shortage from coast to coast, 
“May we suggest that more attene 
tion be paid to granting longer 
term postponements of military 
service to boys who may be ree 
quired on the farms, and that care 
be exercised to have better farm 
representation on the boards geal- 
ing with such postponements?” 

In decisions on priority, provision 
should be made to take care of the 
essential requirements of agricul- 
ture to maintain machinery and 
equipment. in efficiency, so that 
labor might be conserved and the 
most economical use made of it. 

The Federation said there should 
be equal effort and efficiency in 
building up a huge surplus of food. 
“Food may well help to win the 
war, pave the road to peace, and 
be the first contribution toward the 
rebuilding of a war-torn and bade 
ly-battered civilization," it said. 

The Federation said it hoped one 
result of the increasing appreciae 
tion of the difficulties of agricul- 
ture would be the development of 
a long-term agricultural policy. 
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Security Reserves 


Edmonton people last year bought 
war savings certificates to the value of 
$989,808, while the amount sold in the 
province was $4,554,317. The certifi- 
cates are in great majority bought by 
persons working for wages or salaries. 
There is a limit of $500 to the amount 
any person can buy during a year. The 
money invested thus represents sav- 
ings accumulated by a large number of 

ople; while bond sales may reflect 
fave purchases by relatively few in- 
vestors of ample means, 

The certificates are important for 
this reason. Where sales are large this 
means that many are saving, and lay- 
ing aside funds to safeguard their fu- 
ture. Should adverse times come again, 
thousands of people in Alberta will 
have reserves of this kind to carry 
them through the depressed period, 
whereas the depression which began 
ten years ago caught thousands with no 
reserves except stocks which went 
down in value like a deflated balloon. 

It would be a long step toward sta- 
bility if everyone were required, in 
peace or war, to put aside a portion of 
his earnings in securities of this un- 
shrinkable kind. 


The Libyan Trap 


Prime Minister Churchill has 
thrown a side-light on the plans in re- 
gard to Libya, which may account for 
the measure of success gained by Gen- 
eral Rommel in his surprise offensive. 
Britain’s present job, Mr. Churchill 
said, it to hold “eastern Cirenaica”, a8 


advance fighting ground, covering the 
Egyptian border, and within convenient 
distance from supply bases. 

The inference is that if the Axis 
powers chose to maintain an army in 
the western desert, at the cost and risk 
of transporting men and_ supplies 
across the Mediterranean, and liable at 
any time to devastating blitzkrieg at- 
tacks like that of recent weeks, no at- 
tempt will be made at present to pre- 
vent them doing so. 

In that position Rommel’s army is 
a bait ina trap. While it remains there 
Axis convoys must continue to essay 
the passage where three ships out of 
five have gone down before submarine 
and air attacks, while the equipment 
landed by the other two has been 
mainly destroyed or captured. Had the 
British advance been pushed to Tripoli, 
Auchinleck would have taken over 
Rommel’s difficulties of long and vul- 
nerable communication lines. 

Libya is as good a place as any, and 
a better place than offers elsewhere, in 
which to destroy Axis forces and drain 
away Axis manpower and munitions. 
Thus far the enemy losses in men have 
been in the ratio of three to one, his 
equipment losses still more severe. 
While such proportion can be maintain- 
ed, Rommel in his desert is an asset to 
the Allies. 


When Spring Comes 


While correspondents at Moscow 
have sent out reports that German 
troops intended for a spring offensive 
have been thrown into the fray to 
check the Russian drives, the Russian 
authorities «re not building any hopes 
that .the offensive is unlikely to mat- 
erialize. On the contrary, they consis- 
tently warn their countrymen and their 
Allies to look for another blitzkrieg 
when the snows melt and the roads 
get dry. 

A point not to be overlooked is 
that the luftwaffe has not been much 
in evidence on the eastern front in rec- 
ent weeks. And that the snow which 
compelled the retreating Nazi forces 
to abandon tanks and guns in hundreds 
has also prevented new tanks and guns 
being sent into Russia. But German 
factories are working full blast, and the 
factories in the occupied countries are 
turning out whatever the employees 
can be bribed or bullied into producing. 

This new production, and it must 
be enormous, is being stored up some- 
where, aS equipment reserves for next 
summer's campaigns—among which 
another smash at Russia is altogether 
probable. 

The moral for Russia's Allies is 
plain. They must, with all their needs 
elsewhere, get out every tank, plane 
and gun they can for shipment to Rus- 
sia before the new blitzkrieg is launch- 
ed. While the Russian advance has 
brought many munition centres back 
into their possession, the plants must 
be crippled and will require time for 
repairs before full production can be 
resumed. It is hopeless that Russia 
can take care of its own munitions re- 
quirements if it has to meet another 
whole-scale onslaught a few months 
hence. 

Given equal supplies of equipment 
the Russians can fight the Nazis to a 
stand-still, or lead them on another 
disastrous wild-goose chase next sum- 
mer. It is up to the Allied nations to 
see that the supplies are delivered, in 
quantity and on time. 
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Singapore 


Empire forces Friday night evacu- 
ated the mainland, crossed to the island 
of Singapore, and blew up the cause- 
way. This leaves the Japanese in pos- 
session of the whole of the Malay pen- 
insula. 

There is no surprise in the new de- 
velopment. It has been foreseen and 
predicted since the fighting began, 
350 miles to the north, eight weeks ago. 
The long and narrow tongue of land 
was plainly indefensible without naval 
protection on both coasts and a 
“ceiling” of air protection. The defend- 
ers had neither in any effective 
amount. 

For nearly two months they have 
fought in the only way possible, re- 
treating from one position as it became 
untenable to another—and only desper- 
ate valor could make any position ten- 
able very long. When a defence line 
was definitely formed, the enemy out 
flanked it by landing sea-borne forces 
in the rear on one coast or the other, or 
on both. Then another step backward 
had to be taken. It was only a matter 
of time until the strait would be reach- 
ed and the defenders have to withdraw 
to the island fortress. 

There they will make a stand 
under far more favorable circum- 
stances. The enemy can no longer 
threaten them in the rear. He must 
meet them in frontal attack, by water. 
As General Percival told his troops; 
“The battle of Malaya has ended. The 
battle of Singapore is about to begin.” 

When the story of the battle of 
Malaya is written it will add another 
chapter to the glorious record of the 
Australian, Indian and British troops 
who have fought so stubbornly where 
they could not hope to win. That the 
battle of Singapore will have a differ- 
ent ending there is reason to hope. But 
it can hardly add lustre to the resolu- 
tion and steadiness shown in the fight- 
ing retreat through the jungles of the 
peninsula.

No Surprise 


Did the attack really take us by sur- 
prise?

Seven times they were warned. For a 
crisis three stages of mobilization had been 
planned: Alert 1, 2 and 3. When the last 
warning arrived and a crisis was breaking 
all over our heads, discussed throughout 
the globe, the commanding general took 
the minimum precaution—alert 1, which 
was only a defense against internal sabo- 
tage and rebellion, 

Though there hasn’t been a case during 
the whole war when an internal rising has 
not coincided with external aggression. 


Aircraft Warning 

There was an aircraft warning system. 
It was never put on a twenty-four hour 
basis. It worked from 4 to 7 a.m. perhaps 
,on trade union rules, By the merest chance 
a non-com remained at his post two min- 
utes beyond the clock and heard what he 
thought was a large fight of planes ap- 
proaching.

That was where 
the cat came in; for both at Leith and 
Prestonpans cats were christened and cast 
into the sea, with the result that a tempest 
was raised, which did not wreck the King’s 
vessel, 

Then the witches, 39 in number, pro- 
ceeded with an alternative plan in which 
Agnes Sampson was much concerned. A 


wax image was made by her, wrapt in 
linen, and after it was identified as the 
King, it was given to the “devil’ to be 
consecrated, It was then to be roasted in 
the Church of North Berwick. When the 
covins met in the church the “devil” failed 
‘to produce the image, and as it was not 
roasted, James survived! 

But the plot became widely known, and 
four of the conspirators were put on trial. 
John Fian and Agnes Sampson were exe- 
cuted as guilty of high treason and Eu- 
phemia M’Calyan was burnt as a witch. 
All these executions would take place in 
either Edinburgh or North Berwick. 

It has been noticed that the three cul- 
prits were people of superior education; 
and that while James rather ridiculed the 
whole affair, the fact that Bothwell was 
known to be implicated made his judges 
take a much more serious view of it,

A fine gesture has been made by those 
patriotic Birmingham folk who have an- 
swered the call for salvage by bringing out 
treasured ornaments, such as massive 
brass vases, to be cast with hardly a pang 
into the crucible of the war effort. 

metal articles reaching the Salvage 
Department works are now of course taken 
out and eventually transmuted into muni- 
tions, but before the war so many curious 
objects flowed on to the conveyor belts, in 
fantastic variety, that a notable museum 
was built up at the Montague Street works 
of the Salvage Department. 

From the wide range of weapons of war 
fished out of city dustbins, before proper 
equipment had been distributed in the 
earlier days of the war, members of the 
Salvage Department Home Guard detach- 
ment were able to practice with polished- 
up revolvers and rifles, discarded as use- 
less, Some weapons, obviously of real an- 
tique value, have even been sent back by 
the department, when the owner could be 
traced, for confirmation of the “scrap it” 
decision. 

Relics of wars of long ago in every 
corner of the globe, scimitars, cutlasses,

broadswords, assegais and blunderbusses, 
find their way to the department. 

After the last war there came a steady 
supply of souvenirs, smuggled home by 
soldiers, from which interest had at last 
departed. But such souvenirs as large live 
shells and live Mills bombs are no joke to 
the salvage officials. One large shell blew 
up inside the destructor, causing damage 
and injuries, and the bursting of the

It became apparent this week that auth- 
oritative spokesmen for the British Em- 
pire, including Mr. Churchill himself, were 
intent upon preparing the public mind 
for the fall of Sinapore.

And although their 
navy suffered terrible 
blows from our fighting 
ships and although their 
airmanship proved itself 
to be greatly inferior, the 
sheer numerical weight of 
their ships and planes 
made itself felt. 

It was the case of a 
third-rate nation devoting 
all jts energies toa single 
task against a first-rate 
nabok dividing ae ener- 
gies in the performance weir 
of a hundred urgent tasks. =e 

And if this essential division of interest 
handicapped Great Britain, it also handi- 
capped the United States which has al- 
ways felt that the major threat to her con- 
tinental security loomed on the Atlantic 
coast, 

There is nothing in this situation, how- 
ever, to controvert the frequently express- 
ed view of observers, including this re- 
porter, that the United States is quite 
capable of defeating Japan alone. 


Full Fighting Force 


When it was said—anl I myself have 
said it—that the United States was per- 
fectly able to wipe the mad monkey from 
the Pacific, the inference was, of course, 
hat the United States would be at full 
fighting force. 

The United States has not yet attained 
that point of efficiency. Even yet, her 
factories has not swung into maximum 
production. The job of training and equip- 
ping her immense armies requires time. 

One may well ask why these things 
were not done months ago, when the threat 
of war became obvious, The answer is that 
it was impossible to make the American 
people war-minded until war actually and 
literally fell upon them, 

Thus, it is ridiculous to appraise the 
Far Eastern situation according to cir- 
cumstanves as they prevail now. The losses 
and disasters of the present moment és- 
tablish no logical precedent for the con- 
tinuance of those losses and disasters. 

As a matter of fact, we have been play- 
ing the game in the Pacific, so far, with 
only half a deck, We have been hunting 
cuckoos by sprinkling salt on their tails. 


There are two reasons why our weap- 
ons, hitherto, have been so limited: 


No Time 


The first is that the United States has 
not yet had time to mobolize her unbeliev- 
able tremendous resources, 

The second is that the British Empire, 
with all her manpower, wealth and good 
will, cannot attempt to defend the entire 
world. 

Nevertheless, there is justice and good 
sense in the complaint of Australia that 
Britains seems to have regarded the Far 
Eastern campaign as a secondary affair of 
minor importance, 

That spokesman for Mr, Churchill who 
officially commented on Australia’s pro- 
test by saying “The Prime Minister will 
consider help for Australia,” said a very 
unwise and a very foolish thing. 

For no part of the Empire will forget 
that Australia asked for no time to “con- 
sider” when Britain entered the war. She 
took no time for deliberaiton; she hesitated 
not one second; she freely and instantan- 
eously offered all her resources and all her 
men to the Old Country. 


Confidence 


Canada echoes and endorses the over- 
whelming vote of confidence that this 
week was given Mr. Churchill in the Brit- 
ish House of Commons. Nevertheless the 
Canadian people will not subscribe to any 
policy, however vital ,that involves letting 
Australia down. 

There was One ray of hope, however, 
in the Australian situation this week. 

As the assault on Singapore was inten- 
sified, the movement towards ‘ Australia 
appeared to slacken down. It began to be 
thought, therefore, that the threat to Aus- 
tralia may have been a feint designed to 
split allied forces, 

It even began to be whispered that the 
Axis was merely bedevilling Australia to 
induce, if possible, the withdrawal of Aus- 
tralian troops from Libya and to provoke 
dissension within the Empire. 

Only time, of course, can establish the 
truth or falsity of these rumors, 


Week of Mysteries 


In a sense, this has been a week of 
mysteries. 

Millions of Canadians, for instance, 
tried unavailingly to peer behind the cur- 
tain of Mr. Mackenzie King’s mind and 
discover the inner meaning of the forth- 
coming plebiscite. 

There was an announcement of a great- 
er concentration of Canadian troops in 
England, 

American forces landed on the British 
Isles and it was whispered that a picked 
force of New York Irish would, gently and 
with appropriate blarney, take over those 
long-disputed naval bases in Erie, 

But the announcement that more Am- 
ericans were coming indicated that the 
United States troops contemplated more 


of making Mr. de Valera emit shrill Span- 
ish squawks. 

Into this situation were set afloat ru- 
mors that appeared to be deliberate, 
rumors that Britain anticipated an invasion 
attempt on the part of the Germans. 

Long-headed observers, however, began 
to ask these questions: 

Why this heavy concentration of troops 
in Britain at a time when Singapore is 
threatened and Australia is in danger? 

Why did Australian complaints myster- 
jously cease even when the allied troop 
movement began to tend Europeward 
rather than Pacificward? 

These plans to raise greater Canadian 
armies, to pile England even fuller of 
soldiers and to raise the bogey of invasion 
began to fall into a general pattern. And 
the pattern looked like this: 

Not a more powerful defence of Britain, 
But a contemplated assault on Hitler- 
ridden Europe, perhaps even an invasion

Your Baby 
And Mine 


When my oldest daughter was 
born almost the first thing she 
received wis a drink of water, 
The nurse who took care of us 
had prepared a small bottle fitted 
with a regulation-sized nipple and 
dubbed it the “water bottle.” She 
boiled a quantity of water to use 
in it. Every time the poor child 
cried, and when it wasn't feeding 
time, she got the water bottle. 
Becatise she wasn't as well satis- 
fied as she might have been, she 
consumed quantities of water. 

Being young, and _ inexperi- 
enced, I considered this to be 
perfectly right and proper. Later 
the porter crushed that precious 
bottle making up the berth on our 
train. I was sure my baby would 
not last until morning without the 
soothing services of the water 
bottle, 

We have a far more rational idea 
about water drinking, now. We 
recognize that children have indi- 
vidual fluid needs, most of which 
should be satisfied by their formu- 
las or breast feedings. Some babies 
can take all the food they are given 
and drink lots of water, too, Some 
will not accept water regardless of 
how often or temptingly it is pres- 
ented, 

The modern mother does not 
depend upon a bottle of hot water 

to soothe the empty stomach of 
her poorly-fed infant. She is apt 
to decide, and rightly, thay if the 
baby wants so much water there 
must be something wrong with 
his feeding formula. To be thor- 
oughly consistent she should de- 
cide, likewise, that if he doesn’t 
want any water to drink it must 
be because he is getting all the 
fluid he needs and is not thirsty. 
There are mothers today, as yes- 
terday, who are fearful of giving 
the small baby all the formula he 
seems able to take. If his bottle 
formula provides four ounces and 
he cries for more, she lets him cry 
or fills him up with water, In such 
case the baby will probably become 
a copious water drinker. 

But if, like most babies, he is 
being treated to eight ounces of 
formula when he is four or five 
months old, he'll have no unsatis- 
fied fluid needs and water will as- 
sume a position of unimportance in 
his life. 

It behooves the mother to watch 
the baby’s rate of gain; to note his 
complete satisfaction with the quan- 
tity of formula he receives and then, 
between meals, give him an oppor 
tunity to drink an ounce or more 
of water if he wants it. With such 
tactics there should be no oppor- 
tunity for the baby to become de- 
hydrated because she has been in- 
different to his fluid needs.

Trench Mouth and pyorrhea are 
two common gum disorders which 
detract from the clean, healthy 
State of the mouth. 

The immediate cause of Trench 
Mouth, which is an infective and 
Contagious disease, is the presence 
of the two causative organists, 
namely the fusiform bacillus and 
the spirillum of Vincent. 

When the patient develops this 
disorder the gum loses its ability 
to cling firmly to the tooth and be- 
gins to recede or shrink away, In 
an acute case the patient may find 
chewing painful, and may or may 
not, develop such symptoms as 
headache, fever, and lassitude. 

The chronic form of the disease is| 
usually painless and the two main 
symptoms are bleeding of the gums 
and a destruction of the soft tissue. 
Thg breath may take on an unpleas- 
ant odor. The affected gum loses its 
normal pink color and becomes a 
deep, livid red, due to the engorge- 
ment of blood in the small capil- 
laries, 

This gum trouble commonly starts 
between the ages of 20 and 35 and 
is only found when there are teeth 
in the mouth, The pre-disposing 
causes include the use of a faulty 
diet lacking in vitamins, and such 
conditions as provide a local irri- 
tation. 

Mechanical irritation from overs 
hanging fillings, from poor occlu- 
sion marked by the teeth failing to 
meet evenly in the bite, or from 
| dental restorations which do not fit 
properly, may act as a predisposing 
cause. Once the condition is estab- 
| lished, excessive smoking may be!

He later developed exten- 
sive interests in the San Francisco 
district and at the time of his death 
was president of the Gorman Lum- 
ber Co. the Gorman Steamship Co., 
and the Pacific Tank and Pipe Corp.

Last summer, he visited Edmon- 
ton with his wife and children. Hav- 
ing retained his interest in flying 
and having a USS, pilot's license, he 
was keenly interested in visiting the 
Edmonton units of the British Com- 
monwealth Air Training scheme 
and expressed great admiration of 
the work being done. 

Mr. Gorman is survived by his 
wife, two sons, William and John, 
and one daughter, Virginia, and six 
brothers and sisters, Mrs. P, R.

Off East Coast 


BERLIN, (From German Broad- 
casts) Feb. 2—(AP)—The German 
high command claimed today a 
German submarine has sunk a 
destroyer off the coast of Canada.

Dominion Grant 
Claimed Small 


Chief comments by members of 
the Social Credit caucus on the 
proposed Dominion-provincial tax 
agreement are that the grant to Al- 
berta is small compared to others 
and that the agreement is practical- 
ly compulsory, Premier William 
Aberhart announced Monday: 

The premier released copies of 
the agreement and said thé Social 
Credit M.L.A.’s had not completed 
their discussion of the agreement 
at the morning session and will 
continue at a later session. 

The agreement covering transfer 
of the income and_ corporation 
taxes to Dominion authority is 
compulsory because the Dominion 
government in effect says “take it 
or leave it,” Mr. Aberhart said. 

He added it would cost the 
people of Alberta $9,000,000 if the 
provincial government refused to 
accept it, because the Dominion 
government has announced it will 
collect the taxes regardless of whe- 
ther Alberta agrees. 

If the Dominion government col- 
lects the $4,500,000, the Alberta gov- 
ernment also will have to collect 
the same amount to meet expenses, 
and in addition the Dominion will 
not give the province a grant of 
that amount, Mr. Aberhart said. 

The premier also announced the 
caucus passed a resolution that So- 
cial Crediters were fully in accord 
with the Alberta members of the 
farm delegation now in Ottawa in 
“the fight for an improved farm 
economy.”

Canuck Troop Convoy 
Shows Old Veterans 


New Soldiers’ Worth 


By KIM BEATTIE 


WITH THE CANADIAN 
ARMY (Overseas) —It is a 
pity that all those skeptical 
Canadian veterans of the 
last war who have occas- 
ionally disparaged the new 
Canadian soldier — as all 
veterans disparage new 
troops in any age and army 
—could not accompany a 
Canadian troop convoy 
across its long, lonely, and 
sometimes dangerous 8ea- 
miles. 

tt would be an education, an 
inspiration, and a cure. It would 
banish their slightest worry 
whether the new brood of Can- 
adian troops had been softened 
by streamlined living, by post- 
Great War hysteria, recessions 
and depression. Doubt would 
dissolve that their morale or 
resolution had been undermined 
by the cynicism which marked 
their formative years. 

It would reassure them (just as 
it has the writer) that the indom- 
itable fighting spirit which made 
Our 1914-1919 Canadian Corps 
great. was still solid in the back- 
ground, was safely behind the 
sometimes flippant facade of the 
1939-42 shock-trooper. 

For St ts still there, driving and 
inspiring, the same unquenchable 
belligerency which remains ar- 
rogant even when Death comes 
knocking. It is still there, the 
same self-sacrificing price and 
scif-respect which made the Can- 
adian soldier the most steadfast 
of all fighting mates when the 
going was black and grim. 


HAS TAKEN CURE 

T have just taken the cure, have 
just crossed the winter Atlantic 
with one of the _ high-hearted 
troop convoys which completed 
Canada's promise made in late 
1940 regarding despatch of troops 
to Great Britain. (Canada has 
Since added another Division, an 
Army Tank Brigade, an Armored 
Division, plus innumerable de- 
tails and reinforcement units, to 
the divisions already there.) 

The salient reaction was a jar 
to old-soldier conceit. They are 
skilled in ten times the weapons 
and know much more about the 
fighting trade than we did on 
leaving Canada, and the hard core 
of their morale will be just as un- 
crackable. They have the advan- 
tage, also, of knowing what may 
lurk on the bitter road of war and 
are steeled for it., 

NEW RESPECT FOR 
MARTIAL SONS 

As we drove on towards Britain 
it was impossible not to acquire 
this new understanding of our 
martial sons and successors. Im- 
possible, too, not to find a new 
respect for the calibre of their 
innards and the depths of their 
ideals and resolyes—and impos- 
sible not to be shame-faced for 
our doubting! 

No bands, no speeches, no 
cheers, no tears, bade them fare- 
well, Even the arrival in the 
jump-off port was shrowded in 
the deep defensive secrecy of stab 
in-the-dark war at sea. No shout- 
ing lanes could pace them to their 
gangways. There could be no 
clamorous throngs to fall silent 
as the receding troopships faded 
into the distance-haze 

It means that their leaving was 
a little lonely; it might even ap- 
pear harsh and unfeeling. But 
Canada’s young men-at-arms 
must elip away unnoticed. They 
must sail to hold some outpost of 
freedom, or to join the island 
people who have been so hard 
assailed and who may yet be 
stormed all-out, with complete 
lack of emotional display to sus- 
tain their fighting ardor. 

They don’t need emotional bol- 
stering—not these blunt, self-suf- 
ficient and completelfy matter-of- 
fact Canadian soldiers who are 
facing an upheaved and bloody 
age With steady resolution. Their 
sense of purpose is unshakable, 
and an elaborate off-to-war cere- 
mony would only be incongruous 
to youths who have no illusions, 
who know what they may meet 
with brutal clarity, and who yet 
dare to meet it. 

As the writer saw, the skep- 
tical old soldier would see that 
the troops of 1939-42 wear some- 
thing of the sternness of 1917, 


even the grimness of early ‘18. 
His gay, flag-waving troop-trains 
of 1914 would be out of place; his 
glamour-cloak would not fit these 
independent-minded young real 
istg who know war is no Slory 
road. He would find that he is 
travelling with fighting men who 
hold they are volunteers of logic, 
and who assert that they want 
neither the furbelows of swash- 
bucklers nor the acclaim of 
heroes, 

But the discerning old soldier 
would also discover that the care- 
fully casual demeanor of his 1942 
understudy igs actually a brave, 
young shell hiding the same re- 
actions, the same swelling emo- 
tions, that he felt so deeply so 
many years ago. They come 
crowding close to that thin surface 
as their trooper pounds on to- 
wards their soldier's destiny, just 
as his did, so close they almost 
crack through. 

For, despite that secret, unsung 
leave-taking, and despite that 
studiously phlegmatic attitude of 
the khaki cargoes, there is no 
Voyage, even in imagery, which 
holds such surging emotions as 
this bold journey across the At« 
lantic with reinforcements for the 
Canadian Corps. I doubt if there 
was ever a bookable passage on 
the world’s traffic lanes—land, 
sea, or air—which can equal a 
Canadian troopship in lasting in- 
spiration for a Canadian, or in 
power to strengthen his faith in 
the future. 

PERFECT CROSS SECTION 


Here is a perfect cross-section 
of Canada-under-arms, with every 
battle-dressed representative im- 
bued with the same tight-lipped 
resolve. Here are men from every 
Canadian city and district, and al- 
most every township and town, 
moved by the same cold purpose, 
Here is vibrant young Canada in 
martial person, buoyant with cons 
fidence and eager strength, tough, 
impetuous and fighting fit, at 
peace with themselves, and amaz- 
edly aware of a sense of national 
solidity and prideful citizenship 
that bickering, selfish peace had 
never permitted. 

Here, too, is a unique opportun- 
ity for a soldier—or a war Core 
respondent—to observe his army 
as an entity. Almost every branch 
of the army is aboard. For the 
first time, the new, tough jack-of- 
all-battle trades, called the ine 
fantryman, the modern armoured 
trooper in jaunty black beret, the 
light and heavy machine-gunner, 
the radio signaller, the engineer, 
the speed-drilled artilleryman and 
the infantry-trained men of the 
ancillaries, who are all fighting 
men in this war, are jostling 
shoulders and living as a single 
boisterous family under the same 
roof 

Men are here from every trains 
{ng centre in the great instruc 
tional chain stretched across Can- 
ada where each soldier, regardless 
of his arm or service, is first 
trained as an infantryman in the 
basic weapons and tactics of blitz 
warfare, and then in the subjects 
peculiar to his corps. 
COLLECTIVE COMRADESHIP 

For most of them it is the first 
time that they can feel the full 
fascination of military life; they 
are enthralled by the great collec- 
time comradeship and the almost 
tangible strength that springs 
from the massed will and single- 
ness of purpose of a disciplined 
army. Not until action will they 
feel that so strongly again. — 

Our conversion from skepticism 
to admiration began long before 
the barely perceptible tremor 
thrilled through our trooper to 
signal that the momentous voy- 
age was on, As they clambered 
clamorously up the gangways we 
remembered that there is no time 
when a ship is so close to becom- 
ing an actual living thing as when 
pulsing with the massed energy of 
thousands of restless, impetuous 
fighting men—and roaring with 
their vociferous impatience. 

The deck-pacing marathoners 
began. Ship prowling started, 
The bars of restraint came down 
the moment we were at sea, and 
strangeness swiftly vanished as 
exuberant youth emerged from 
his disguise as a_ hard-boiled 
cynic. They were off; they could 
be themselves 


They stood long at the rails 
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that first evening. There Is 
something majestically purposeful 
about the convoy, frothing up 
curved, white feathers at their 
bows in the darkening day, That 
lean gray shape, plunging and 
herding, and winking morse to 4 
destroyer-sister in the last light, 
is a comfort. But it is not the 
Spell of the twilight sky merging 
into the quiet, pewter-toned sea- 
scape, which tells the watching 
veteran that each self-reliant new 
soldier is the exact counterpart 
of the stalwart—half idealist, half 
realist—who sailed with him be- 
fore, It is those familiar still- 
faced youths at the stern in the 
falling dark. Their chins are dug 
deep into collars against spray 
from the cross-sea booming easily 
off our quarter, 

they are so boyishly determined 
to deny? 

Or is it to hide the emotion 

They are peering down the 
phosphorescent path of the wake 
to catch a last, lingering glimpse 
of the shores of home, already 
gulped by the night. There is the 
same turning away at last, with 4 
look of pride and peace on their 
clean, young faces. Pride that 
they had cast the dice and that the 
game was on. Peace that there is 
no more inner debating, that the 
decision is made. They are con- 
tent, 

Fine weather. A_ bright sun 
and a breeze with a tang. Ship- 
board fraternization between of- 
ficers and men is closer and eas- 
jer than anywhere else in army 
life. In the officers’ lounge, a 
group of older men. wearing last- 
war service ribbons, gang up in 
self-defence—or to make a last 
stand as skeptics of the new army. 
It is revealing that their only 
criticism is based on lack of car- 
nival spirit, the complete absence 
of over-drinking, 

Weather thick and wind rising 
to a full gale. Flags break out in 
the mysterious gossip and com- 
mand of warships at sea. The con- 
voy takes a battering at every 
direction change, rolling half-seen 
in the spume and flying spray. 
The hardy stay topside, exhilarat- 
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ed by the whelming weight of 
wind, fascinated by the might of 
the great combers as they crash 
off our high walls and, with a 
tremendous surging reach, ex- 
plode over the rails of the near- 
est craft in a smothering white 
welter. 


An earnest young lieutenant 
staggers up to a major (who had 
eloquently, and convincingly, 
lectured him on: “Care of Your 
Men”) to blurt: “They're getting 
Seasick; what'll I do?” 

He looks hurt on the major’s 
unfeeling reply: “Let 'em. Won't 
hurt ‘em, But stand to leeward, 
not win’ard.” 

The night is wild, with every- 
thing loose a menace. A Jaunch 
snaps its lashings, careens across 
the deck, smashing rails and 
breaking limbs. The aid posts are 
busy. Below, a beautiful dining 
saloon’s furniture and fixtures, 
dishes and silverware, are pum- 
melled into useless debris as a 
table breaks away and starts a 
general splintering and demolish- 
ing, loud above the storm. Lusty 
yells and joyous shouts greet each 
lurch and heave, each crash of 
trunks and loose gear.

RECALLS EARLY DAYS 

Mr. Cairns, a member of the uni- 
versity’s first graduating class, re- 
called the beginnings of the insti- 
tution under its first president, 
Dr. Henry Marshal] Tory. It, was 
first housed in the Duggan Street 
schoo] and then in Queen Alex- 
andra school, where a small Office 
still bears the inscription “Presi- 
dent” on its door. 

He recalled that the chief di- 
version of students in those days, 
since supplanted by the then “for- 
bidden pleasure” of dancing, was 
a “conversatione”. Staff and stu- 
dents of the university had re- 
sponded nobly to the call to arms 
in 1914, he related, and had given 
many other valuable services to 
their community and country. 

“But the future lies before us,” 
he said. “As graduates we have a 
function and a duty. The university 
may be at the cross-roads. Tory, 
Kerr and Newton have a vision for 
the university, that it will become 
greater and ever remain free. We 
as graduates must grasp that vision 
and see that the university goes on 
to new greatness.” 

In the address of the evening 
Prof, Salter told his audience, “The 
whole wicked past is being swept 
away in the purifying tide of the 
present, in the universal purge of 
this war that is cleansing the Au- 
gean stables of the world, 

“The situation now confronting 
us is simply that we cannot win 
this war, and win it we will, with- 
| out re-enforcing and expanding and 
enriching all those forces of decency 
;we already have, without guaran- 
teeing further swift steps toward 
the ideal of democracy, toward the 


ideal of brotherhood and true 
equality of the peoples of the 
earth.” 


He stated tat there were great 
present dangers which must be met 
and overcome. “The greatest of 
these dangers, it seems to me, and 
that which gives rise to many others, 
lis the danger of the _ practical 
spirit,” he continued. “Must it 
again be said after all these hun- 
dreds of years, man cannot live by 
bread alone.” 


SPIRITUAL RESOUREC .. 

“One product of this practical 
| spirit is the advocacy all over this 
}continent of the abolition of arts 
courses in our universities. But this 
}is only one evidence of that practi- 
ca] spirit that runs through so much 
of education, politics and life.” 

He relatéd personal experiences 
of the last war, then went on to 
say, “The English people could 
not possibly have gone through 
the last three years without in- 
exhaustible spiritual reserves and 
resources. Where did they get 
them from? 1 think 1 know part 
of the answer.” 

He spoke of the columns on birds 
and nature,.and the poetry con- 
tests in English papers, “I cannot 
but laugh at the absurdity. the ut- 
terly ridiculous presumption and 
futility of Hitler's attempt to de- 
stroy a people that go on talking 
about swallows and tai] streamers 
while he attempis to bomb them 
into submission,” he said, 
“NECESSITY OF LIFE” 

England had built this spiritual 
foundation into her people in the 
past 25 years, he continued, as the 
result of the Labor party’s demand 
for education for the poorer classes. 
“They demanded, not practical edu- 
cation in crafts and trades, but solid 
intellectual education—and they

“What are the prospects for a. 
happy relationship with Russia?” 
is the question Rev. J. MacBeath 
Miller asked his congregation 
after paying tribute to Russia's 
stand against Hitler, during the 
evening sermon at the First Pres- 
byterian church Sunday. 

Rey. Mr. Miller's topic of the ser- 
mon was “A Tribute to Russia—and 
a Question.” He gave three reasons 
for the fear that the rest of the 
Christian world had of Russia dur- 
ing the 24-year experiment. He 
explained that it is only natural 
that now it will take the people 
some time to realize their debt to 
Russia, and to show that realization 
in expression, 


CAUSE FOR FEAR 
The 24-year experiment was 
based on three fundamentals that 
gave the Christian world cause for 
fear, he explained. First, it was 
based on a Marxian philosophy that 
the resources of a nation belong to 
the people of the nation. Second, 
there was evidence from within 
that no voice of criticism was to be 
raised. Third, it had a godless gov- 
ernment policy, which is an implac- 

able foe of religion. 
Rev. Mr. Miller then gave three 
reasons for his belief that a happy 


relationship with Russia should 
be followed after the war. He 
reminded his congregation that 
Russia has never been an aggrés- 
sor nation but has at all times 
preferred to follow a policy of se- 
curity. 

His second reason was that the 
Russian experiment never was ter- 
ritorial. but rather a policy of pro- 
pagation. 


CHRISTIAN WAY 

In oullining his third reason for 
believing that relationships with 
Russia should be happy in the fut- 
ure, 
fear breeds fear, and that it was 
therefore time to think in the direc- 
tion of Christian internationalism. 

“It is time we began thinking 
in terms of & community of na- 
tions,” he said. The Christian way 
is to work by people and not by 
nations, he added,
